It.—A Clean Game. 


Blencoe'a Sprints and Gardner'* Strong 


Work in the Line Keep the Visitors 


from Scoring.—Score 8 to 0. 


Although Saturday morning was 


cloudy and heavy mists threatened 
unpleasant weather, as the day ad- 
vanced the sun managed to break 
through from time to time until the 
mist had cleared and the day was 
pronounced perfect by both player 
and spectator. Early in the forenoon 
the colors, purple and gold became 
prominent along the streets and ex- 
cited groups gathered on the corners 
talking over the prospects of the foot 
ball game to be played that afternoon 
between 
elevens representing 
the 


Stevens Point Normal School and 
Lawrence University, of Applefon. 
Later in the forenoon a large assem- 
blage gathered at the Green Bay 
depot to meet the 11:45 train on 
which the Appleton boys were to ar- 
rive. 
As the train drew up and four- 


teen sturdy Appletonians landed on 
the platform, the yells that rose from 
the crowd were deafening. 
Under 


the lead of Mr. Larkin, chairman of 
the entertainment 
committee, 
the 


visitors were conveyed to the Hotel 
McGregor, after which each member 
of the Normalite faction wended his 
way to some spot where he could pur- 
sue his varying thoughts in peace. 


At 1:30 P. M. the two teams arrived 


on the field and the game was called ; 
the Normal UICB winning the "toss," 
chose the west field, giving Appleton 
the ball for a "kick-off." 
As the 


men "lined" on the ball it could be 
seen that the Lawrence boys were 
heavier than their opponents and many 
a heart sank as to the possible results 
of the game. 


As the men stood in line for the 


first time there was a moment of in- 
tense excitement, every muscle being 
drawn, waiting for the signal to play. 
At last it came, the ball was "snap- 
ped" to Johnson, who by a good run 
and proper interference gained 15 
yards. Then Blencoe ~took-the pig- 
skin for a long gain around the op- 
posite end, carrying it far into Ap- 
pleton's territory, where the Lawrence 
line stood firm and the Normals lost 
the ball on downs. 


Appleton then made several small 


gains, which coupled with Boyd's 
sprint, carried the ball back to the 
center of the field where it was lost 
on downs. Then for about fifteen 
minutes the ball surged back and 
forth across the center line, each inch 
of ground being desperately struggled 
for. 
Again Boyd takes the oval and 


by sprinting and dodging gets within 
three yards of the Normal goal line, 
where he is kept from making a 
'•touch-down" only by Lee's sure 
"taoklintr." Only three yards to gain 
and Appleton would score the first 
touch-down of the game. 
As they 


lined on the ball, the Normals' eyes 
fairly flashed and with set teeth they 
determined to "do or die;" and as the 
Appleton full back hurled himself at 
the line, he slid into the air as though 
be had struck a stone wall, not hav- 
ing gained an inch. 
Again Lawrence 


threw themselves at the line, which 
hardly swayed, so great was the de- 
termination of the Normal men. 


Appleton now changed her tactics 


and the ball was passed to Williams, 
but he also was doomed, for Johnson 
breaking through the Lawrence line, 
"tackled" three yards behind. Here 
Lawrence lost the pigskin and the 
Normals playing Hamilton, Miller 
and Everts in succession, took the 
ball down the field and into Appleton 
territory. 
Again the teams swayed 


back and forth over the center of the 
field and when time was called for 
the first "half" the ball was about 
ten yards in Appleton 
territory. 


Score: Stevens Point, 0 : Appleton, 0. 
Neither side had scored but there was 
a satisfaction lurking in the minds of 
the Normal sympathizers that the 
game would be won by the home 
team. 


At the beginning of the second 


"half" the Normals kicked to Apple- 
ton ; Hogan catching the ball, started 
down the field, but was "tackled" be- 
fore he had gone two yards. Here 
the teams lined up, Appleton having 
the ball, which after some desperate 
playing was lost on "downs." 


The pigskin was then snapped to 


Milier, who by following his inter- 
ference and finally sprinting, scored 
the first touch-down. 
Stevens Point 


4, Appleton 0. Blencoe kicks to Ev- 
erts who catches the ball, Blencoe 
then tries for a goal and misses. Score 
Stevens' Point 4, Appleton 0. 
The 


ball now goes "clown" at the center of 
the fleld and is kicked to the Nor- 
mals, who advance it 
twenty-five 


yards and again the men "line :" then 
by superior team work the ball is 


gradually forced to Appleton's twenty 
yard line. Blencoe now lakes the 
oval and by sprinting and dodging 
gets within five yards of the Appleton 
goal line where he is "tackled" by 
two men, and only by bis superior 
strength works himself over the line 
and scores the second 
touch-down. 


Score. Stevens Point 8, Appleton 0. 


Blencoe kicks to Everts who fails 


to catch. Lawrenee then kicks the 
ball from the center of the field and it 
is advanced twenty yards by the Nor- 
mals, who soon lose it on downs. The 
Normals were slowly advancing the 
oval toward their opponents' goal 
when "time" was called, and Stevens 
Point had won the day with a score 
of 8 to 0.

Judge Webb Issues an Order for th* Af» 


rest of Bmmoni Burr, and the Lat- 


ter is Asked to (Jive tlS.OOO 


Bond*. 


Commercial bank matters arc get- 


ting more interesting, if not more 
complicated. 
Yesterday six execu- 


tions were placed in the hands of Dep- 
uty Sheriff Leahy against Euiruona 
Burr, individually, and Emmons Bun- 
as a member of the firm of Ben]. Burr 
& Son. 
These claims amounted to 


$772.10. In addition thereto a Judg- 
ment for $11,313.82, in favor of the 
First National bank, of this city, WM 
entered upon the docket of the clerk 
of the circuit court. 
This is the 


claim before spoken of, and for which 
the bank was secured by Plover Paper 
Co. and Box Co. stock. In all seven- 
teen judgments have been recorded in 
the clerk's office against Mr. Burr, 
and executions issued en a majority of 
them. 


At Waupaca on Monday an order 


was issued by Judge Webb, on appli- 
cation of John H. Brennan, attorney 
for the receiver, commanding the 
sheriff to arrest Emmons Burr and 
bold him until he shall give a good arid 
sufficient bond in the sum of $ Jo,000, 
that he will not leave the state. In 
case of a forfeiture nt this bond, the 
bondsmen would be holding to the 
creditors and plaintiffs, an.d not to 
the state. The order was issued upon, 
application of E. J. Pflffner, 
the 


receiver, and the papers contained, 
affidavits of Henry Wallace, Alexan- 
der Krembs, Thos. Hyde, J. H. Bren- 
nan and Geo. H. Cronyn setting forth 
reasons why the above action, should 
be taken. 
, • 


The affidavits set forth that tbe, 


presence of Burr as a witness'In the 
litigation that will follow, is abso- 
lutely necessary; that all of his 
property has been transferred 
and 


hypothecated, both real and personal, 
with the exception of his homestead, 
contrary to promises made to stock- 
holders, and all of this has been done 
to their detriment; tbe transfer by 
Burr of his horses to G. W. Gate is 
fraudulent and void and meant to 
defraud the creditors of the bank. 


Mr. Burr is endeavoring to procure 


the good and sufficient bond above 
mentioned, and up to 2:15 this after- 
noon had three signers, John Finch, 
A. M. Nelson and J. P. Mallck. 
He 


hopes to secure a sufficient number 'fib 
satisfy the sheriff and attorney for 
the receiver and creditors, however, 
before evening. 


Last Friday proceedings to compel 


a discovery of Mr. Burr's property 
were commenced by Receiver Pflffner, 
an execution having been returned 
unsatisfied. 
The defendant was cited 


to appear before Judge Murat this af- 
ternoon, but at 2 o'clock his attorney, 
Geo. W. Gate, asked for an adjourn- 
ment until Friday afternoon, and this 
was granted.

MET DEATH BRAVELY. 


Treror X. Bodd. ft Central Conductor, i» 


Killed.-Remains Arrive Here This 


Moraine.—Funeral Tomorrow. 


When the news flashed over the 


wires on Tuesday morning, and soon 
passed from one to the other, that 
Trevor Rodd bad been killed in a 
wreck on the Ashland division of the 
Central, there were scores of our citi- 
zens who expressed the greatest sor- 
row. 
Mr. Rodd had been employed 


all summer in running an ore train 
between Bessemer and Ashland, and 
visited with his family here some three 
weeks ago, Tuesday morning, at 
about seven o'clock, his train stopped 
about midway between Mellen and 
Barrow, or one mile east of the former 
place. 
Mr. Bodd was in the caboose 


at the time, fixing up his books and 
way bills, and after the train stopped 
tbe head brakeman, Irving Gage, 
went forward. 
The rear brakeman, 


Ed. Brown, also stepped out ot the 
caboose and walked ahead, not know- 
ing that another train was behind 
them. It is quite probable that Con- 
ductor Rodd believed the brakeman 
was in the rear, to guard the approach 
of the other train, and was certainly 
wholly unconscious of his impending 
•fate. 
Soon after his train came to a 


stop, the other, also an ore train, 
came swiftly around a curve and 
crashed into the caboose. 
* Mr. Bodd was the only occupant of 
the caboose, and he was caught and 
pinned down by the broken timbers, 
but not seriously 
injured. 
The 


caboose quickly took fire from tbe 
overturned stove, and in an incred- 
ible short time the whole structure 
was ablaze. 
The train hands were 


gathered about, and no dou&^jixerted 
themselves as far as possible to save 
their unfortunate companion, but 
there seemed to be lack,of facilities 
at hand to do tbe work, or either the 
rescue failed for want of a leader. 
Mr. Rodd was pinned down by the 
timbers which held the lower part of 
bis legs. He realized bis doom and so 
stated to those gathered about, and 
within the next few moments had 
burned to death. The body was re- 
covered as quickly as possible, but 
not until it bad burned beyond recog- 
nition. 


His two brothers, George and Char- 


les Bodd, and uncle, D. Lloyd Jones, 
left here for the scene of the wreck, 
yesterday afternoon, but met tbe re- 
mains at Medford. They were accom- 
panied by Mr. and Mrs. Irving Gage 
and Mr. and Mrs. Richard Gage, of 
Bessemer, and arrived here at 2:10 
this morning. 
They were conveyed 


at once to the home of the deceased, 
211 McCulloch street, where the 
broken-hearted young wife and other 
relatives were in waiting. 


Trevor E. Rodd was horn in Eng- 


land, Dec. 14th, 1860, and was there- 
fore nearly 35 years of age. 
As a boy 


and young man he spent seven years 
in the merchant marine, visiting all 
parts of the globe, and came to Stev- 
ens Point in 1883, being in the em- 
ploy of the Central most of the time 
since. Five years ago he was married 
to Nora E. Gage, and they have a 
little eirl four years old. He was a 
member of Forest Chapter, F. and A. 
M., the 
Brotherhood of Railway 


Trainmen and the Knights of Macca- 
bees, having an insurance of $1,000 
with the latter and $1,200 with the 
Brotherhood. 
Besides the relatives 


mentioned above, his father, mother 
and two sisters reside in England, 
one at Gladstone, Mich., and another 
in Canada. 


The recording of this death is in- 


deed a most sad task. 
Trevor Rodd 


was a noble-hearted man, generous, 
honest and liberal, and the sympathy 
of all goes out to the family and rela- 
tives. 


The funeral will take place at 2 


o'clock on Thursday afternoon, from 
the Episcopal church, and will be in 
charge of the Masons. 
Interment 


will be in the Episcopal cemetery.

Frank Hlnman stood at the switch, 
only a few feet away, and ran to the 
rescue of Ross, but the latter jumped 
to his feet, saying he was all right 
and at the same time being under the 
impression that there was a collision. 
It was several minutes before he fully 
realized what had occurred.

forehead, nose and face were terribly 
skinned, his side was bruised and 
injured, and he returned home on the 
early morning train, since which time 
he has been confined to his home on 
Madison street, but will soon be on 
duty again. It was indeed a close 
call.

ARE BRANCHING OUT. 


The North Bide I/umber Co. Are Now 


Engaged in the Making of Mould- 


Inn tor Picture Frames. 


The North Side Lumber Co., a 


promising Stevens Point Institution, 
believes In branching out and keeping 
up with the times, at least in so far 
as the demand will warrant. Last 
Thursday they set another machine 
In motion turning out 
mouldings 


from which pictures frames are made, 
or picture frame mouldings. These 
are about twelve feet long, 2x3 Inches, 
and are made from cull oak. The 
manufacture of this class of work is 
necessarily slow, but about 5,000 fc<-t 
per day can be run through one ma- 
chine, 
A market will be found in 


Chicago and other larger cities, and 
if tbe demand and price warrants it, 
the North Side Co. will no doubt in- 
crease their facilities proportionately. 


During the past two years they 


have been engaged in the manufacture 
of backing for p'cturc frames and 
mirrors, and are now doing a fine 
business in that line, the demand of 
late keeping the mill going constantly 
from ten to 
11 fteen hours per day. 


This backing is made from a good 
quality of white pine boards, one 
inch thick, twelve inches wide and 
twelve feet long. It is then divided 
into strips one-eighth of an inch thick, 
sawed in desirable lengths and tied 
up ready for shipment. This depart- 
ment Is in charge of John A. Killin, 
a most 
thorough mechanic, and 


through whose suggestion the com- 
pany were induced to make this new 
departure. 
He looks after 
every 


detail in the manufacturing line, in- 
cluding the keeping of his band saws 
in perfect condition, which Is abso- 
lutely necessary to do good work. 
A 


number of hands are given constant 
employment, and car load lots have 
been shipped to Milwaukee, Chicago, 
St. Louis, Cincinnati, Kansas City, 
Boston and New York. 
The fact 


that ttxjy do good 'work Jand furnish 
nothing but flrstclass material, is 
bound to increase their popularity 
with the jobbing trade, and their sur- 
roundings will be enlarged according- 
ly, which we trust will be many fold 
within the next year or two. 


A FATAL RUNAWAY. 


One of R. O. Wallace'* Valuable Hone* 


Instantly Killed and Another Serious- 


ly Injured.—A Heary Loss. 


Tableau, a valuable trotter, driver 


and all around work horse owned by 
R. G. Wallace, was instantly killed, 
last Thursday, and Queen Phaluiont,' 
another highly prized animal owned 
by the same gentleman, was probably 
permanently injured. 
Mr. Wallace, 


his son, John, and Dan. Hubbard spent 
three days last week hauling corn fod- 
der from the Bruce farm in the town 
of Eau Plelne to the former's barns 
in this city, but having other business 
to attend to on Thursday, R. G. did 
not accompany tbe boys that day. 
They had got partly loaded, when the 
nick slipped forward, striking the 
horses and at the same time throwing 
John to the ground, but before tbe 
team had made much headway tbe 
young man was on his feet and pulling 
with all his strength on the lines. 
At 


this time, however, one of the lines 
broke and It was therefore impossible 
to control them further. 
Before going 


any considerable distance they man- 
aged to free themselves from every- 
thing but the wagon pole and the two 
forward wheels, but after running 
nearly two miles they quietly came to 
a standstill beside a strawstack near 
Vet. Crocker's home. 
Mr. Wallace's 


dog had been following the horses all 
this time, coming up to them within 
a few moments and his loud barking 
again caused Tableau and Queen to 
run. They had gone less than half a 
mile when Tableau ran into a tree 
with terrific force, literally smashing 
his head and probably killing him in- 
stantly. 
Connecting straps between 


the horses were also broken at this 
time and the mare continued to run 
down the road a short distance, but 
was quickly overtaken by Hubbard, 
who found that one of tbe wooden 
points of the neck yoke had pierced 
the animal's breast several inches, 
nearly reaching the heart, and two 
other deep cuts were also made In the 
breast. 
Taking the yoke out, which 


required no little exertion on tbe boy's 
part, the horse was then lead back to 
Crocker's and Dan started at once for 
this city to secure the veterinary ser- 
vices of Dr. Norton, who immediately 
went up.

VIOLINS OF CREMONA. 


HISTORY AND PRESENT OWNERSHIP 


OF RARE OLD INSTRUMENTS. 


The Jupiter Owned by Mr. Itarue* — The 


Story of the Fauioun Hettn— llow the 
MfNioliili Got lt» Naiuo — False 
•luii HrfardlOK StradlvariiiH. 


Oni'of tlio mo.st vnlimhltt violins in Now 


York is tlio Jupitor, a Strndlvnriiu ownc<l 
by Thurluw Weed HarnuH. H« pultl sonui- 
thliig likii $10,000 for It 
Mr. Huruos in 


enthusiast Jc on th« bubjoot of viollim and 
violin playing and is nil export numtuiir 
porformor. lio hiis boon fond of violins 
for ninny yoars and wni long 011 tho watch 
for an exceptionally flno Instrument. 
It 


was not until about four yoara ago thnt he 
was KO forttinato unto become tho DoHsess- 
or of tho HtnidivariiiH of 1722, known all 
over Kuraiio nit tlio Jupiter. 


This violin came into Mr. Barnes' hands 


by accident. It was bought by him dlroct- 
ly from tho Duchosn de Campowllee, who 
lives In tho Hue Klobor, Purls. The Duke 
da CnmpoBoJice wad well known ns an ad- 
mirer of stringed instruments and had 
boon in tho habit of playing onco or twice 
a week In a string quartet In which every 
instrument was a Stradlvft^uK. His music 
room, built especially /or tho purpose, with 
high, vaulted coiling, contained cabinets 
which held hU most valuablu vlollnj, vi- 
olas and violoncellos. One cabinet hold 
under secure fastening tho famoui violins 
known as the Belts and the Jupitor, the for- 
mer bearing date 1000, the latter 1722. Tho 
other instrument.-) In this cabinet wcro his 
favorite viola, probably tho finest in the 
world, and a magnificent violoncello. 
These were the treasures of tho collection 
through a long geriog of yearn. 


Mr. UarucH became acquainted with tho 


duchoSH through common friend* in Paris, 
who had intimated that in their opinion 
the duchess, who for some little time had 
been a widow, might bo willing to sell 
part of her late hiiHbaud'i collection, in 
which, bosidcs tho works of Stradivnrius, 
wore instruments made by Josc-ph Guar- 
ncri, Amati, tiagliano Puggorl and by 
Gorman, Flomlnh, Spanish, Dutch and 
Fronnh maituri. 


Special atloutlon was glvon to tho fiddle 


known <.w tho Botts, wlioso history lends 
to tho instrument peculiar notoriety and 
attractiveness. As every expert in Europe 
and America known, thin is one of tho 
finest crcntloiJB that loft tho shops of tho 
master of tho art of violin manufacture. 
The story of tho Belts is as follows. 


Ono day in London on unkompt stran- 


ger dashed into tho shop of a second class 
violin dealer named Botts, whoso shop did 
not attract any remarkable patronage. 
Bushing up to Botts, the stranger, who 
carried a violin under his arm, excliilmod: 


"Hero Is u fiddle which I want to soil. 


Look ut itquloklyand make mo an offer." 


As Boon as ho glanced at the instrument 


Bottg saw that it wns tho mobt valuable 
violin ho had over seen. 


"What price do you expect to get for 


this Instrument!'" ho asked. 


"Oh, give mo a pound," tho stranger 


said, "and you can have tho violin; only 
bo quick about It, as I must bo oft in a 
hurry." 


Butts mechanically produced a sovereign 


and throw It down on tho counter. 
Tho 


stranger took It and departed in haste. 


Tho Duke of Camposolico paid about 50,- 


000 franco for this fiddle. 


Tho violin known as tho Jupitor was al- 


ways played In tho Camposolico quartet. In 
appearance It differs notably from tho 
Bolts, being a little larger and a little 
darker. There ore peculiar distinguishing 
mark* about the Jupiter fiddle. On the 
buck tho grain* of the wood, matching each 
other at equal distances from the center, 
run nearly tho entire length of the Instru- 
ment. 
Th« tone of the Jupitor la what 


gives it lu name. It has a distinctively 
commanding quality, characteristic not 
only of Stradlvarlus, but also of this par- 
ticular Instrument. The tone, while aoft 
and dollaate, Is penetrating, and its vol- 
ume is all that a virtuoso could auk oven 
in tho largest concert ball. 


The date of the Jupiter also is Impor- 


tant, for before 1090 Stradivarlus made few 
good violins, while those mado by him 
later than 1725 show traces of lessening 
genius. 


With tho Jupitor, tho Botts and tho Eli- 


jah, which Is owned by Mr. Nowell of 
Boston, must bo ranked tho Stradlvarlus 
known as the Messiah. Its nanio has a 
curious history. It belonged once to M. 
Allard, tho former teacher and luthicr in 
Paris. For many years whenever any of 
tho great French, Spanish or Hungarian 
players went into Allard's shop to show 
him their instruments they would ask : 


"Well, M. Allard, what have you to say 


to my vlollnf" 


And Allard would reply Invariably, "It 


Is very flno, but I have to confess to you, 
as a matter of truth, although I regret for 
your sake to say HO, that I have seen a 
llnor one. " 


When pressed for further Information, 


Allnrd would never give particulars. Tho 
Instrument to which ho referred belonged 
to an old Italian in Genoa, and Allard 
was waiting for his death to buy it. He 
did not wish to liavo all tlio violinists of 
Kuropo as competitors. As Allard long 
failed to produce tho famous violin it came 
to bo known In jest as tho Messiah, because 
it did not come. Finally Allard secured 
It. He put it in a glass onso and would 
not nllow It to bo touched except by a fa- 
vorod visitor. 
After his death tho Mes- 


siah was sold for more than 60,000 francs 
to Mr. Laurie, a rich amateur violinist in 
Edinburgh, who still has it. 


As years pass tho violins of Stnullvarl- 


us increase in value. Tho stuno is true al- 
so of good specimens from tho hands of 
other old Cremona makers. A false im- 
pression is common regarding tho original 
prices of tho Stradlvnrlus instrument^ 
They wnro not sold for what now would 
bo thought tho cheapest nominal figures. 
Tho papers and correspondence of Stradl- 
varlus, many of them now in the hands of 
Hill of Now Bond street, London, who Is 
writing a life of tho great master, show 
that Antonius Stradivnrlus usually mado 
violins only on special orders from tho no- 
bility of Kuropo; thnt ho often worked 
from thrco to five years in perfecting a 
solo instrument and that ho received large 
prices, never turning out any but first 
class specimens. — Now York Sun.

Annually at the lord high commissioner 


tfi««i to Holyrood, Edinburgh, to attend, 
in the name of the queen, the genera! as- 
sembly of tho Church of Scotland, (ho lord 
provost, accompanied by some of the mag- 
lstr.it «s repairs to thu palace Wf, goes 
through tho ancient, timo honored cere- 
mony of presenting to him the keys of the 
city, und hu at onco returns them to (ho 
chief magistrate as tlio ono best fitted to 
retain them In custody. 


But ono trembles to think of what 


might happen if tho lord high commis- 
sioner, suddenly developing u lovo of keys 
such us led to the undoing of \XKJT Fntimn, 
should retain those which tho lord provost 
presents and ask to be taken forthwith to 
tho gates of thu city that hit might satisfy 
liliiiHulf us to its security. Hu would learn, 
to his horror, that there are no city gates, 
no locks or bolts or bars or moats or draw- 
bridges, and that the invader may march 
right on to tho castle without any such 
form of Impediment.

in Edinburgh, but tho city gates arc no 
more 
Few of tho fathers and brethren lit 


the assembly time give heed to tho arch- 
teologlcal survivals which arc passed as 
ono goes down to Holyrood by way of High 
street and Canongate, beginning with 
John Knox'H house, its quaint stone carv- 
ings, its still quainter admonition, "Lvoo 
God abeo al, and yl nychtbour as yl self." 
Farther down, and In tho Canongate, is 
the Tolbooth police station, and still near- 
er Holyrood Is the Bakehouse close, en- 
tered through a tenement of dwelling 
houses bearing date 1570.

gate aro pierced by closes bearing family 
names entering Into $ho past history of tho 
city—such names as Gibb, Pirriu, Rao, etc.

Jack's close having Its larger counterpart 
la Big Jack's close, Playhouse close its 
repetition in Old Playhouse close and 
Lochetid closo diminishing to Little Loch- 
cud close. 


Some of those closes aro exceedingly 


picturesque; others, I am bound to Kay, 
sniull til badly as tho loading street; in .Na- 
»los. 
They are, however, quite worth ex- 


ploring, and sometimes you como on 
glimpses of sunny slopes intheCalton hill 
direction which gladden the ej-o.

street may bo said to frumotho Calton j'lil, 
as ono looks across tho narrow gorge 
through whit li tho North British railway 
is carried 
Tills abode of sighs runs to 


highly artistic Hnus. 
Bused .on tho over-

lated peaks of tho Rhino. And yet it is 
only a prison.—Scottish American.

A FORTUNE FOR A BUTTON. 


tli* Tearing of On« Prom a German Offl- 


cpr1. Coat Co»t the Money. 


Tho Cyclops, Captalli Yogelgexang, was 


waking her regular round of culls uniting 
tho Haitian ports Iu 1871) and touched at 
Gonaives just after thooppotdtlon to Prwl- 
ii-nt Soloinoti had developed into ouo of 
the. fierce local rebellious tlmt oftuu woso 
during his regime uiid remL-red ;in exist- 
ence iu Ills domain a very precarious one. 
The lives of those who remained faithful 
to the government were put iu jeopardy, 
and they went obliged to oscape Immedi- 
ately. Some of thorn sought refugu on 
board the Cyclops, which hud touched ttt 
Gonuivi-s to discharge lior cargo, iiud Cup- 
talu Vogtlge.Ming refused to deliver them 
up. 


As tho captain vnis returning to the 


lauding place from his iutorrlow with tho 
gonorul commanding tho rubol troops, tho 
soldiers luid hands ou him and tore a but- 
ton from tho breast of his coat (ho wns in 
uniform at the time), hustled him about 
and aliogi'thvr subjected him to very rough 
usage. Ho Kot uwtty flunlly through tho 
Intervention of tho general, and by tolling 
the people that, ic wiis not possible for him 
to send tho refugees awuy from his ship 
unless ho wens allowed flrst to goou board. 
He agreed to Inncl them if ho got word 
from tho consul buforo 9 o'clock in tho 
afternoon, and promised not to start itway 
before that hour. Ho also agreed to blow 
his stormier whistle ns a signal that ho 
was about to get under way. 


No cargo could, under tho circumstances, 


bo landed or received on board, and as 
no word came from tho consul, who had 
wisdom enough not to bo found, tho \vliis- 
tlo was blown and tho anchor engine 
started to hoavo in the cable. The troops 
ashore, not willing that their prey should 
so easily Blip away, hnd anticipated this 
movement, and had manned the guns of a 
small battery just below tho landing, 
which commanded tho anchorage, fully 
determined to blow tho Cyclops out of the 
water if she attempted to escape. 


There was considerable excitement oc- 


casioned by the loading c\ tho guns, and 
groat distnay and consternation when tho 
steamer, having weighed anchor, turned 
quietly round, passed close to tho gnus, 
and loft without a shut being fired. Tho 
reason was quite apparent, as tho vents of 
tho guns were found securely spiked with 
nails that had boon fomtd down into tho 
chamber and bent so that they eould not 
be withdrawn. The German government 
took up the cudgels for Captain Vogelgo- 
sang and succeeded iu getting £1,000 in- 
demnity (or tho brass button which had 
been torn from his coat In the scrimmage.

GLASSMAKINQ. 


OF TH£ HORSE. 


Thebe*' Artlamtu Were Proficient In the In- 


dustry Forty CenluriM Ago. 


The gloss blowers of ancient Thobos are 


known to have boon as proficient In that 
particular art as is tho most scientific 
craftsman of the same trade of tho present 
day, after a lapse of 40 centuries of so 
called "progress." They wore well ac- 
quainted with the art of staining glass 
and are known to have produced that com- 
modity in groat profusion and perfection. 
Bossollnl gives an illustration of a piece 
of stained glass known to be 4,000 years 
old, which displayed artistic taste of high 
order, both in tint and design. In this 
case the color Is struck through the vitri- 
fied structure, and he mentions designs 
struck entirely in pieces from a half Inch to 
three-quarters of an Inch thick, the color 
being perfectly incorporated with the struc- 
ture of the piece, and exactly the some on 
both the obverse and reverse sides. 


The priests of Ptah at Memphis were 


adepts in the glasstnaker's art, and not 
only did they have factories for manufac- 
turing tho common crystal variety, but 
they had learned the vitrifying of tho dif- 
ferent colors and tho imitation of precious 
stones to perfection. Their imitations of 
the amethyst and of the various other col- 
ored gems were so true to nature that even 
now, 
after they have lain in tho desert 


sands from 2,000 to 4,000 years, it takes 
an expert to distinguish tho genuine arti- 
cles from the spurious. 


It has been shown that, besides being 


experts In glaasmaklng and glass color- 
Ing, they used tho diamond in cutting and 
engraving gluss. In tho British museum 
there is a beautiful piece of stained glass, 
with an engraved emblazonment of tho 
monarch Thothmos III, who lived 8,400 
years ago.—'•Jewolors' Circular.

THE OLDEST BOOK ON RECORD. 


A Volume In the Par!* library Which 


Antedate* Christianity Thirty Centuries. 
Tho Charleston News nnd Courier colls 


attention to tho fact that probably the old- 
est book in the world Is tho Papyrus 
Prlsso, one of tho treasured possessions 
of tho great National library in Paris. 


This document was found by Prlsso in a 


tomb in Thobos, which contained also a 
mummy of the flrst Thebau dynasty. This 
circumstance alone shows that the book 
certainly dates back 26 centuries before 
Christ, and an examination shows that it 
really belongs to a much earlier, ago— 
namely, tho time of King Assa. The title 
reads, "Injunctions of the Prefect Ptah- 
Hotep, Who Lived Iu tho Time of Assa, the 
King of the North and the South." 


Chronology places this Assa at about 


3850 B. C., and to this age it would then 
seem that this book belongs. It Is divided 
into 44 chapters and Is written in hieratic 
rhythmic language. It directs its words to 
the higher classes and contains for these a 
series of nmxljns and sayings. It advises 
those in authority to show iu all their do- 
ings tho characteristics of a perfect man. 


The ideal ot tho high official should bo 


wisdom and science, and those guides ho 
should heed. Ho is further not to abuse 
his power, is to bo modest and moderate, 
for only in this way can ho soouro tho good 
opinion of future goiiunitloiiH. The author 
tells us that he had grown to bo 110 years 
of ago and had attained to all the honors 
and favors which Egyptian royalty could 
bestow.

Mr. Harry J. Lawson, at a dinner given 


to him in recognition of his claim to bo 
considered the inventor of tho modern roar 
driving safety bicycle, and, therefore, a 
revolutionlzer of cycle construction, men- 
tioned tho Interesting foot that a careful 
estimate places tho annual output of those 
machines at over 1,000,000 and tho money 
spent upon them at over £10,000,000.

MICROSCOPIC WRITING. 


The Wonders That May Ue Accomplished 


Iu a Squuro lucli of Space. 


Among thu collection of microscopic ob- 


jects iu thu United States Army Medical 
)uu.seum tit Washington is a specimen of 
microscopic writing ou glass which con- 
tains tho Lord's Prayer, written In charac- 
ters so small that the entire 2!37 letters of 
that petition are engraved within au area 
measuring 1-391 by 1--111 of au inch. 
So 


far this statement does not trouble UK. If, 
however, wo go a littlo further, wo easily 
Iiud that tho area having the above dimen- 
sions would bo only thu 1 130,654 of a 
square inch, and consequently tlmt an 
Inch square covered with writing of tho 
same size, or counting 337 letters to each 
such fraction, would contain 29,131,453 
letters. 


Let us put this figure into a concrete- 


form by seeing how much of a book this 
number of letters would represent. 
The 


Bible is a book of whluh wo may safely as- 
sume that every ouo 1ms au approximate 
Idea as regards Its general size or extent. 
Some one has actually determined the 
number of letters contained in tho entire 
Old and Now Testaments and finds this 
to bo 8,566,480. Hence tho number of let- 
ters which a square inch of glass would 
accommodate, written out like tho text of 
tho Lord's Prayer on this strip of glass, is 
more than eight times this last number, 
or, in other words, a square luoh of glass 
would accommodate tho entire text of tho 
Blblo eight times over written out us is 
tho Lord's Prayer on this strip ot glass. I 
am freo to confess that, though this fact 
has been known to mo since 1878, and I 
have had in my possession photographs 
taken with the microscope of this writing, 
I cannot say thut I fully apprehend or 
mentally grasp tho fact just stated. ^ can 
form no mental picture of a square inch 
of glass with the entire text of eight Bi- 
bles engraved upon it, and yet when I 
have verified tho measurements and calcu- 
lations loading up to this conclusion I feel 
absolutely curtain an to its truth, not ns 
the result of intuition, but as a deduction 
from experience which has not yet devel- 
oped Into an Intuitive consciousness.—Or.

WONDERS OP THE WEST. 


A Journey Through (he Bad Lands on • 


Frelf ht Train. 


It seems strange that American 


people will study and dote on "The 
Seven Wonders of the World" and var- 
ious other objects of manifold in- 
terest In foreign countries, when a for- 
mation as wonderful as any of these 
is to be found here in our own United 
States. If the Americans who spend 
thousands of dollars every year travel- 
ing through the ancient ruins of 
Greece and Borne would spend one 
quarter as much in a visit to the Bad 
Lands of Dakota and Montana, they 
would see fully as many ruins and 
come in contact with as great a geolo- 
gical structure as can possibly be 
found on the globe. 


The Indian legend regarding the 


cause of the disturbance which has 
evidently taken place in this country at 
some far remote period, although slm- 
ple,isyetinteresting,andlikeotherln- 
dian stories, is surrounded with a halo 
of beautiful simplicity and earnest- 
ness, which almost makes us forget the 
absurdity of the theme. 
It is as fol- 


lows : 
Many years ago a great mul- 


tl tude of peaceful Indians occupied the 
country now known as the Bad Lands, 
and at that time these lands were one 
vast tract of beautiful forests and 
fertile valleys. For many years these 
people hunted and fished and lived in 
peaceful and undisturbed tranquility 
in their beautiful Eden. But finally 
trouble came, at the appearance of a 
horde of hostile Indians from 
the 


north, who made a war against the 
good Indians and drove them far 
away. 


Tne new comers then took posses- 


sion of these magnificent bunting 
grounds, whereupon tho "Great Spirit" 
or "Messiah" was very angry and built 
a great flre deep under the earth, and 
caused it to boil up and destroy the 
wicked Indians. 
When the flre sub- 


sided the earth cooled and remained 
as at the present time, a great mass 
of curious shapes and grotesque ruins. 


This of course is only the Indian 


version of the matter and consequently 
we are forced to use our imagination 
very freely in order to comprehend 
the story. 
Passing through the Bad 


Lands on a passemrer train, one does 
not have an opportunity to see even 
the most conspicuous objects of inter- 
est, and although the only way to 
make a complete study of the country 
is to travel through on foot or horse- 
back, a freight train moving as slowly 
as it does is a good accommodation for 
one who wishes to see very much in 
the shortest possible time. 


A short time'ago it fell to my lot 


to be the only passenger on a freight 
train passing through the Bad Lands 
It was a beautiful autumn day and by 
permission of the conductor I took a 
position outside on top of the cupola 
of the caboose. 
The brakeman very 


kindly offered to keep me company 
and saved me the embarassment o 
asking questions by his willingness to 
volunteer information on every poin 
of interest along the route. 


As 1 write I call to mind only a few 


of the more iutercsting 
formula 


among which are the "Watch Dog' 
and "The Petrified Indian." 
When 


going toward the "Watch Dog" it ap 
pears to be merely a large mass of rock 
projecting out of the mountain side 
but after passing by, the brakeman 
told me to look back at it, and doioj, 
so, I saw what seemed to be a mou 
strous dog, with head erect, in an at 
titude of watching, and hence thi 
name "Watch Dog." 


The so-called "Petrified Indian" 1; 


not an Indian at all, but only a stone 
post which has been dressed in th< 
guise of an Indi.in by the section men 
and so closely clues it resemble tin 
dusky "reel man" that the most wan 
are often deceived. 


All along by the road side may bi 


seen petrified stumps, showing thai 
forests were in existence there at one 
time. 
We ol'ten tired our revolvers a 


the prairie dogs as we went by thei 
villages, anil although I should havi 
felt quite wicked to have killed one o 
the little animals, i was confident tha 
they were perteclly safe.

Duke of Marlborougb, is the topic of 
the day in two continents. The two 
young people 
themselves were pre- 


sumably less interested in tbe various 
reflections which the event will call forth 
than other people; but there can be lit- 
tle denying that a more notable en- 
gagement has not been announced in 
America since Jerome Bonaparte told 
a surprised and excited world that he 
desired to take to wife Miss Elizabeth 
Patterson, of Baltimore. 


To begin with, the destination of the 


great American fortunes is becoming 
a matter of public concern, especially 
on account of the tendency of their in- 
heritors when women, to marry for- 
eigners of noble birth—which suggests 
that in a few years from now politi- 
cal economiats and 
sociologists will 


would never have done, even in John 
Churchill's depraved day. not if he bad 
died a pauper for refusing it. And then, 
too. though he was born a gentleman. 
John Churchill hud had a very bar* 
outlook of it at first as a young man, 
and if he had not ha-1 a sister whom 
the Duke of York peculiarly delighted 
to honor—which, by the way. in those 
days was not thought so much discred- 
it to a lady as we now suppose—he 
might never have worn a sword. So 
that he knew what it was to rise in 
the world. And In fine, one thing is 
probable; that Cornelius VanderblH 
could have commanded an army bet- 
ter than John Churchill could have 
built up the New York Central Rail- 
road. 


But now to look at the young people 


--Miss Consuela VanderblH is the 
daughter of William K. VanderblH and 
the grand-daughter of the late William 
H. Vanderbilt. She is about 18 years 
old, very tall, very vivacious and quite 
good-looking, with dark hair and a 
pronounced brunette complexion—she 
is heiress to one of the greatest for- 
tunes in the world and has only one 
care in life, that her father and mother 
are divorced. Of course it can scarcely 
be expected that so young a girl should 
have as yet very pronounced charac- 
teristics, but her friends say she has 
much sweetness 
of disposition 
and 


charm .of manner, and her executive 
ability has already been tested. As is 
always the case with the children of 
parents with great fortunes, she bos 
been most carefully educated 
and 


trained to understand the responsibili- 
ties of her station, and to act as the 
mistress of a great establishment. 


The young Duke of Marlborough Is 


really one of the most promising of the 
young noblemen of England. Far from 
following in the footsteps of his father, 
whose reputation need not to be re- 
called, he has already made bis entry 
into politics and intends to devote him- 
self to a public career. He was made 
the mover of the address of the Lords 
in roply to the Queen's speech on tbe 
opening of the present Parliament, an 
honor generally conferred 
upon the 


most distinguished and promising of 
the younger members of the party in 
power. He is very young, having been 
born on November 13, 1871, so he is 
still short of his 24th birthday; his 


probably be studying some new ten- 
dencies which have established them-

and never succeed. And now that an 
enormous slice of the Vanderbilt money 
will go to England to restore and main- 
tain the state of Bleheim, it begins to 
look as though it were time for the first 
indication of a reaction to set in.

gether dwarfed when be is placed be- 
side John Churchill. True, Churchill 
was much the greater man. Not only 
had he the advantage of figuring in 
battlc.s and Parliaments and Cabinets 
which provides the whole magnificent 
pageant of the history of a time for a 
back-ground—and not only was he cast 
as a chief actor in an epoch of peculiar 
dignity and splendor—but in spite of 
his avarice and his time-serving quali- 
ties, he did have that greatness of soul 
which distinguishes the few majestic 
figures in the world's records. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, on the other hand, 
was scarcely a figure in history at all. 
as it is written by the drum and trum- 
pet historian, and as for greatness of 
soul, it he had it he was never given 
a chance to show it. Yet he had one 
faculty that Marlborough had, and it 
was what made him the first master of 
the science of transportation that the 
world has seen, and up till the present 
time the greatest—the faculty of alter- 
ing and ordering conditions according 
to his own far-seeing sense, disregard- 
ing the objections and interpositions of 
smaller-minded men. Vanderbilt, in a 
material way, had genius—and genius 
means imagination. And John would

The voung Duke, Charles-Richard 


John Spencer-Churchill his name is. 
the ninth Duke of Marlborough and 
twelfth Earl of Sunderland, Is really a 
Spencer by descent and a Churchill 
only by royal warrant. He is sprung 
from John Spencer, who was knighted 
about 1510, and whose descendants be- 
came Baron Spencer and Earl of Sun- 
derland in the next century. It was 
the third Earl of Sunderland who took 
for his second *ife Anne Churchill, the 
daughter of the great Duke, and after 
the death of the Marquis of Blandford, 
the son of the Duke of Marlboroiigh] 
the Churchill titles were confirmed to 
the children of Anne Churchill and her 
son Charles thus became the second 
Duke, and after the death of his half 
brother by the first marriage of the 
Earl of Sunderland, the fifth Earl. Be- 
side the title of Duke of Marlborough 
the Sunderlands also acquired the titles

FOOD FOR LIVE STOCK. 


What Prof. Henry Thinks of Potatoes a» 


a food, and Farmen Who u Id Con- 


tinue Their Growth. 


Wisconsin fanners have harvested 


the largest stock of potatoes ever 
grown lo the state, only to find that 
the markets are glutted at exceedingly 
low prices. 
There has also been an 


unusually heavy grain,crop harvested 
in most sections, and with bins over- 
flowing, an enormous quantity of po- 
tatoes will be wasted unless their 
feeding value is appreciated and they 
are intelligently handled. 
While po- 


tatoes are extensively used in many 
countries for stock food, their value 
for this pu-pose is little known and 


is appreciated by our people, because 


most years prices have ruled so high 
that there was more prollt in selling 
than feeding. 
Bitter as is the disap- 


pointment concerning results, 
the 


present offers an opportunity for a 
practical lesson in the feeding value 
of potatoes, which if rightly practiced 
will turn impending loss into a fair 
prollt after all. 


Ginird, the French investigator, in 


experiments with steers and sheep se- 
cured the following results :

In all cases hay and 


straw vvere fed additional. 
The 


figures show that potatoes were worth 
'•onsiderably more than Held beets. 
Fjord, the great investigator of feed- 
ing studs in Denmark, found as the 
result of many experiments that four 
pounds of potatoes furnished as much 
nutriment to animals as one pound of 
rye or barley. 
The writer conducted 


experiments a few years since to as-

certain the value of potatoes for hogs. 
The potatoes were carefully weighed 
and then cooked in Iron kettles and a 
weighed amount of corn meal added 
BO as to make a thick pudding or 
mush. These experiments show that 
445 pounds of potatoes were equal to 
100 pounds of corn meal in pig feed- 
ing. 
In other experiments 1 have 


shown that corn meal had a somewhat 
higher feeding value than barley. 
This true, rny results arc practically 
concordant with Fjord's, and we may 
assume with safety that four pounds 
of potatoes arc worth one pound of 
barley or rye and almost the same 
weight of corn meal for hog feeding. 


Cooked potatoes to which meal has 


jeen added are excellent food for 
fowls. 
Besides thoir nutritive value, 


jotatoes are helpful in furnishing a 
variety of food and keeping animals 
n a healthy condition, a point always 
:onsldored by the prudent stock man. 
From what has been said above, we 
ce that when corn is worth forty 
cents a bushel, potatoes are worth 
:,en cents a bushel for feeding pur- 
posses. 


Although Girard favored cooking 


'or steers and sheep, general exper- 
ence goes to show that they can be 
most economically used by feeding 
raw to all farm animals except hogs 
md fowls. 
For horses, sheep and 


lairy cows, potatoes should be sliced 
in a root cutter or chopped in a box 
w i t h a spade. 
Milch cows may be fed 


with advantage, as much as twenty- 
five pounds of sliced potatoes per clay; 
I a greater weight than this is fed the 
potatoes will have an unfavorable in- 
luenee on the quality of the butter 
produced. 
For sheep three or four 


pounds daily lo each member of the 
lock will prove highly advantageous ; 
'attening sheep may be fed as much 
is eight pounds per day. 
Work horses 


nay be fed ten or twelve pounds per 
lay of sliced potatoes ; more than this 
should not be fed because this food Is 
MO "softening."' 
Idle horses and 


ireedlng .stock can get a somewhat 
arger amount with advantage. 
JTogs 


lo not thrive on raw potatoes. 
The 


vriler has found that in cooking po- 


1'or hogs only a little water 


should be placed in the kettle so as 
,o leave the potatoes almost free from 
vater when the cooking is finished : 
Jien by withdrawing the fire the po- 
aIocs can be mashed in the, kettle 
nid mesil mixed with them, making a 
thick mush or pudding. 
A thick 


was found to be more aceept- 


ible to the hogs than a t h i n mush or 
;lop. 


Experience shows that unusually 


urge crops o\er large areas may work 
i:irm t" the farmer because the very 
low prices which often follow cause 
him to become careless and wasteful 
if what he has raised. 
This threat- 


ening fault .should bo carefully avoid- 
d by our people at this time. 
It 


should be remembered that potatoes 
ire perishable and will suoti waste and 
disappear, while the grain now on 
hand may be saved in the bins for 
.some years to come without material 


The farmer with a large stock 


of potatoes on hand should feed these 
to his stock as rapidly as they can be 
judiciously handled in order to con- 
serve the giain. 
While potatoes may 


not be worth more than ten cents a 
bushel for feeding, they may effect a 
saving of hundreds of bus-hols of grain, 
which at some later time may bring 
a higher price than is now offered. 
Hy feeding a part of the potatoes on 
hand, the remainder may bring better 
prices, or at least this action will tend 
in that direction. 


"No state in the union grows better 


potatoes than Wisconsin, and our re- 
putation in this direction is already 
established. 
Unlike wheat, our great 


crop of potatoes will all have disap- 


WISCONSIN has now tried its new 


inebriate law for several months, says 
the Pioneer Press. The law author- 
ized county judges to commit con- 
firmed inebriates to institutions where 
they might be cured by the Keeley 
process, the expense to be borne by 
the county, and the cost limited to 
Sl.'JO. Naturally enough the taxpay- 
ers did not take kindly to this law, 
which has so far been availed of in 
137 cases. The statement that the 
majority of these cases have been cured 
strikes us as decidedly premature.

Ho has hunted big game in 
every part of the world, and his home

is filled with interesting trophies of the 
chase. On his bonkeaso is tho .skull of a 
big tiger ho shot in India, near at hand 
is a footstool mado of tho foot of ail ele- 
phaut killed by Iluiiuulay iu an East 
Indian junglo, and tho heads of Rocky 
mountain sheep, buffaloes, elk and other 
animals arc to bo .seen in different 
rooms. These are but a small part of 
tho big game Hornaday's trusty rifle has 
brought to earth, and many of his spec- 
imens are on view in the great museums 
of the country. 


Tho naturalist •ua.s born in Iowa 40 


years ago, and early in life displayed a 
fondness for nature and the chase. After 
his school days he entered tho natural 
history establishment of Professor Ward 
of Rochester and thovo became an ex- 
port in taxidermy and muscology. 
At 


the ago of 20 he pleaded with 
Pro- 


fessor Ward to s-ond him to Africa 
after gorillas, but the profe-ssor re-

to Cuba and Florida as a field nat- 
uralist. 
Iu Cuba he secured a groat 


many specimens and narrowly escaped 
being shot as a spy by tho Spanish 
troops during tho revolution of IbTo. 
In Florida he discovered the Florida 
crocodile, a monster j-]vrios of tho alli- 
gator family, and shot u 14 foot saurian, 
tho skin and skeleton of which wore 
sont to Rochester 
He next traveled all 


over the West Indies and upper South 
America, securing a j^ioat,collection of 
rare beasts and birds. 


In 1876 ho visited India and Borneo 


and shot tigers, elephants, orang on 
tangs, bear, Indian bison and other big 
game for Professor Ward's collection 
Ho spent some time among the head 
hunters of Borneo, but they did not 
molest him. 
Ho was absent threo years 


on this trip and mado a collection val- 
ued by Professor Ward at |15,000. In 
1882 ho was chief taxidermist of tho 
United States National museum, in 
Washington, and he shot and mounted 
the fine herd of buffalo on exhibition 
there.

HUGO'* ACCOUNT OF AN INCIDENT 


OP THE RIOTS OF 1830. 


Bow * Cowardly mid Unprovoked Murder 


by » l»l«tuUed Police ACeut Wa* Sum- 
marily Avenged by Kujolnu, a Young 
Student. lA-inler of the Mob. 


In that wonderful book, "Los Mlscr- 


ables," Victor Hugo devotes considerable 
*paoc to descriptions of the riots of 1880, 
whl<Ji were of such import unco that they 
MTO often termed a revolution. Ho was an 
eyewitness of the <*fents and gays of them: 


Tho facts \vo ure going to record belong 


to that cifiurmtio and living reality which 
the historian sometimes neglects through 
want of tiuio and space, but they contain, 
we insist tfpon it, life palpitation and hu 
man quivering. Small details apparently 
unimportant, are, so to speak, the foliage 
of great events and are lost In the distance 
of history. 


Bands of rioters, it Is well known, re- 


semble a snow ball, and M they roll along 
agglomerate many tumultuous men who 
do not ask each other whence they came. 
Among the passcrsby who joined th* 
band led by Enjolras, Coniboferre and 
Courfeyrao there was a man wearing a 
painter's jacket, much worn at the shoul- 
den, who gesticulated and had vociferated 
and had the appearance of a drunken sav- 
age. This man, whoso name or nickname 
was Le Carbuo and entirely unknown to 
those who pretended to know him, was 
seated in a state of real or feigned intoxi- 
cation with four others round a table 
which they had dragged out of the wine- 
shop. This Carbuo, while making the 
others drunk, seemed to be gazing thought- 
fully at the large house behind the barri- 
cade, whose five stories commanded the 
whole street and faced the Rue St. Denis. 
All at once ho exclaimed : 


"Do you know what, comrades, we must 


fire from that house. When wo are at the 
windows, hang me If any one can come 
tip the streot." 


"Yes, but the house is closed," said one 


t>f the drinkers. 


"We'll knock." 
"They won't open." 
"Then we'll break in the door." 
Lo Carbuc ran up to the door, which 


had a very massive knocker, and rapped. 
As the door was not opened bo rapped 
again, and no one answering ho gave a 
third rap, but the silonce continued. 


"Is there any one in here?" Le Carbuo 


Ehonted. But nothing stirred, and so he 
seized a, musket and began hammering the 
door with the butt end. 
It was an old, 


low, narrow, solid door made of oak, lined 
with sheet iron inside and a heavy bar, 
and a thorough postern gate. The blows 
made the whole house tremble, but did not 
shake the door. The inhabitants, how- 
ever, were probably alarmed, for a little 
square trap window was at length lit up 
and opened on the third story, and a can- 
dle and the gray haired head of a terrified 
old man who was the porter appeared in 
the orifice. The man who was knocking 
left off. 


"What do you want, gentlemen?" the 


porter asked. 


"Open the door," said Le Carbuo. 
"I cannot, gentlemen." 
"Open, I toll you." 
"It is impossible, gentlemen." 
Le Carbuo raised his musket and took 


aim at the porter, but as he was below and 
it was very dark the porter-did not notice 
the fact. 


"Will yon open— ye* or nor" 
"No, gentlemen." 
"You really mean it?" 
"I say no, my kind"— 
The porter did not finish the sentence, 


for the musket was fired. The bullet en- 
tered undar his chin and came out of bis 
neck after passing through the jugular 
vein. The old man fell in a heap without 
heaving a sigh ; the candle went out, and 
nothing was visible save a motionless head 
lying on the sill of the window and a 
small wreath of smoke ascending to the 
roof. 


"There," said Carbno as he let the butt 


end of the musket fall on the pavement. 


He had scarce uttered the word ere he 


felt a hand laid on bis shoulder with the 
tenacity of an eagle's talon, and he heard 
a voice saying to him : 


"On your knees." 
Tho murderer turned and saw before 


him Enjolras' white, cold face. 
Enjolrns 


held a pistol in his hand and had hurried 
up on hearing the shot fired and clutched 
with his left hand Le Carbuc's blouse, 
shirt and suspenders. 


"On your knees," he repeated. 
And with a sovereign movement the 


frail young man of 20 bent like a reed the 
muscular and robust porter and forced 
him to kneel in the mud. Le Carbuo tried 
to resist, but ho seemed to have been seized 
by a superhuman baud. Enjolras, pale, 
bore necked, with his disheveled hair and 
feminine face, had at this moment I know 
not what of the ancient Themis. His di- 
lated nostrils, his downcast eyes, gave to 
his implacable Greek profile that expres- 
sion of wrath and that expression of chas- 
tity which, in the opinion of the old world, 
are becoming to justice. All the insur- 
gents had hurried up and then ranged 
themselves In a circle at a distance, feeling 
that it was impossible for them to utter a 
word in the presence of what they wore 
going to see. Lo Carbuc, conquered, no 
longer attempted to struggle and trembled 
all over. Enjolras loosed his grasp and 
took out his watch. 


"Pray or think," he said. "You have 


one minute to do so." 


"Mercy I" the murderer stammered, 


then hung his head and mattered a few 
Inarticulate execrations. 


Enjolras did not take his eyes off the 


watch. He let the minute pass and then 
put the watch again in his fob. Tills done, 
he seized Le Carbuc by the hair, who clung 
to his knees, with a yell, and placed the 
muzzle of tho pistol to his car. 
Many of 


those Intrepid men who had so tranquilly 
entered upon the most frightful of adven- 
tures turned away their heads, Tho ox- 
plosion was hunrd ; tho assassin fell on his 
head on the pavement, and Enjolras drew 
himself up and look around him with a 
stern air of conviction. Then he kicked 
the corpse and said : 


"Throw this outside." 
Bnjolras, silent and collected, his virgin 


lips closed, stood for some tlmo »t tho spot 
where he had shod blood in the motlon- 
lessncss of a marble statue. His fixed eyes 
caused people to talk in whispers around 
him. 
.Twin Pronvalro and Combcfcrro 


shook thctir heads silently, and loaning 
against each other in an angle of the bar- 
ricade gazed with admiration, in which 
there won compassion, at this grave young 
man, who was an executioner and priest 
and find lit the oame time the light and 
hardness of crystal. Let us say at once 
that after tho action, when tho corpses 
were conveyed to the morgue and searched, 
ft police agent's card WM found on Le Car- 
buc. 
Thu writer had in his hands in 1848 


the special report on this subject mud* to 
the prefect of police in 1832. 


ALEXANDER TAGGART M'QIU. 


<9are*r of the Democratic Candidate For

Alexander Tagsurt McGill, who was 


recently nominated for governor of New 


Jersey, is n Penn- 
s y l v a n i a u by 
birth, but 
has 


been a i-esideiit of 
New Jersey since 
he was 10 years 
of age. Ho was 
born 
in 
Alle- 


gheny City on 
Oct. 
20, 1643. 


His father, Dr. 
Alexander T. Mo- 
Gill, was an edu- 
cator 
of 
high 


standing, and iu 
1854 accepted the 


professorship of ecclesiastical, homiletic 
and pastoral theology at Princeton theo- 
logical seminary, a position he occupied 
for 29 years and until hii retirement in 
1883. 
Young McGill was graduated 


from the college of New Jersey in 1864, 
and has since received from the institu- 
tion the honorary degree of LL. D. Aft- 
er leaving college McGill began the 
ctndy of law at the Columbia College 
Law school, from which he was gradu- 
ated in 1866. He continued his studies 
with Edward W. Scndder of Trenton, 
and was admitted to tho bar as an at- 
torney iu 1866 and as a counselor in 
1867. 


He began the practice of his profession 


in Jersey City, but resided iu Bayoune, 
and was corporation counsel of the town 
from 1873 to 1875. In 1878 and 1874 
he was elected a member of the lower 
house of the legislature, in the proceed- 
ings of which body he took a conspicu- 
ous part. From 1878 to 1883 he served 
as prosecutor of the pleas of Hudson 
county, and in April of the latter year 
was appointed law judge of Hudson 
county, n position he held for about four 
years. 


In 1887 his college friend, Governor 


Green, appointed him to the high office 
of chancellor of the New Jersey supreme 
court. The appointment was somewhat 
criticised at the time 011 account of the 
youth of McGill, but the new chancellor 
speedily demonstrated that he was the 
right man in the right place. After serv- 
ing seven years, dming which ho smash- 
ed the Reading coal combine and voted 
against the pardon of the Hudson coun- 
ty ballot box staffers and the "Big Four" 
of the Guttenbnrg race course, he was 
reappointed for another term of seven 
years, which term will not end until 
May 1, 1901. 


BULGARIA'S GREAT BISHOP. 


Clement Ii a Power In Politics and 


Truckle* to BoMlan Favor. 


The man to whom Bulgarians look for 


a reconciliation with Russia is M. Clem- 
ent, 
metropolitan of Tirnova. Pre- 


vious to 1876 Bulgaria had been under 
the Turkish yoke for five centuries, and 
the massacre of Bulgarian Christians by 
the troops of the sultan was one of the 
causes that led Russia to declare war 
against Turkey. Turkey's course against 
Bulgaria, Montenegro, Romnania and 
Servia somewhat resembled her present 
course against Armenia. Russia's speedy 
victory gained for Servia, Ronmania 
and Montenegro their absolute independ- 
ence, and Bulgaria was also practical- 
ly lost By the treaty of Berlin, Bulgaria 
waa made a tributary principality under 
the suzerainty of the sultan with a 
Christian government, a national militia 
and the right to make its own laws. It 
waa also provided that a prince of Bul- 
garia should be elected by the people 
and confirmed by the sublime porte 
with the consent of the powers. 


In 1883 the Bulgarian national assem- 


bly revived the constitution of Tirnova, 
and Alexander, the first prince elected 
by the people, continued planning for 
complete emancipation. This displeased 
Russia, and Prince Alexander was kid- 
naped by Russian agents iu 1886 and 
forced to abdicate. Prince Ferdinand 
was elected as his successor in 1887. and

he was heartily supported by Clement, 
the influential metropolitan, HO long as 
he accepted the wishes of Russia as 
commands. When, however, Ferdinand 
began to have more independent ideas, 
he was deserted by Clement, who ap- 
parently believes that the very best thing 
Bulgaria, can do is keep under the thumb 
of the czar. 


Not long ago the national assembly 


and Prince Ferdinand dispatched a dep- 
utation which was expected to pave the 
way for a more friendly feeling on tho 
part of Russia. 
At the hoad of the 


deputation was the Metropolitan Clem- 
ent, 
and the alleged object of the visit 


to Russia was to place on the tomb of 
the late czar a beautiful golden cross as 
a tribute of esteem from the Bulgarian 
people Clement is naturally very popu- 
lar in RnsKia, and his deputation was 
received with opMi arms, but his visit 
only made Rosfia more firm in its re- 
solve never to accept Prince Ferdinand 
as ruler of Bulgaria.

THE DOGS OF BRUSSF'.S. 


IB Th»t City Ten Thouaaud Caalnea Ar» 


Made Into Beaut* of Burden. 


In this country tho dog Is, In nlno coses 


out of ton, tho muster of tho innn. In con- 
tinental Europe tho reverse Is tho case, 
thu dog thuro being too oftou the martyr 
of tho man. In Belgium 1* this especially 
noticeable, (or ouo of tho first thing* that 
Impresses tha stronger iu Brussels U tho 
immense number of dogs employed in 
drawing barrows nnd small carts about 
thu streets. In that city alone ovor 10,000 
dogs are BO engaged, and the total uunibor 
of draft dogs iu tho wuolo oouulry id prob- 
ably nut loss than 50,000. 


Generations of servitude have made the 


Belgian dog a race apart. Fur his size ho 
Is said to possess tho greatest pulling pow- 
er of any animal, four times his own 
weight bolug considered, a load well with- 
in hi* power. Taking his average weight 
as half a hundredweight tills meant that 
something like 5,000 tons are daily dragged 
about by canine labor in Belgium. 


The economic importance of tho Belgian 


dog and his Inability to glvo effective ex- 
pression to hia own griuvauona have caused 
the Royal Sooloty For tho Protection of 
Animals to undertake an agitation for 
the amelioration of his lot. 
It ta urged 


that tho animals are frequently overload- 
ed and often cruelly treated and that in 
many cases they aro given no opportunity 
for resting when tho cart or burrow is not 
actually in motion. Among tho reforms 
demanded aro (1) tho abolition of tho whip 
and severe penalties against the brutal 
practice of kicking tired out dogs; (3) tho 
raising of tho minimum shoulder height 
for dogs of burden from 30' to 29 inohos; 
(3) a penalty against drunkenness when 
iu charge and against tho employment of 
children us drivers, and (4) tho compul- 
sory arraiiRciuont of harness and shafts so 
as to permit tho animals to lie down 
when tho vehicle Is at rest. Although 
thoro Is no demand as yot, by either tho 
dogs or their bipod friends, for an eight 
hour law, thoro oau bo no doubt that tho 
adoption of thp.so planks in the platform 
of canine omnnn'patiou will bo hallod with 
gratitude throughout weary dogdom in tho 
domain of King Leopold.—Baltimore 
News. 


A RISKY BUSINESS. 


The Habit Indian* Have of Sewing; the 


Llpa of the Deadly Cobra*. 


A large cobra de eapollo was sent homo 


several years ago to Sir Joseph Fayror, 
who wanted a supply of venom for analy- 
sis. It bit tho spoon repeatedly without 
yielding any, and upon examination won 
found to have none to yield, not only Its 
fangs bnt the poisonous glands having 
been extirpated. A protective operation 
•till more cruel Is sometimes practiced by 
novlcci in tho art of charming and con- 
sifts of securing tho mouth with a stitch 
of silk passed through tbo lips in front. 


To perform this tho poor boast's head is 


hold tightly pressed to the ground by a 
short stick on which the foot rests, while 
the other foot restrains the writhing body, 
leaving both hands at liberty for the nee- 
dle. 
Eleven apparently healthy cobra* 


were oa one occasion received at tha Lon- 
don Zoological gardens. They refused to 
feed and grew thin. When ono died It was 
discovered that its mouth was sewn up 
with stitches so fluo a* to be Invisible to 
any but the closest scrutiny. The rest of 
them did well on being restored to their 
normal condition. 


In connection with this subject I may- 


mention that a rattlesnake was sent to me 
from up the country when I was In Deme- 
rara, with the history that it bad killed a 
cooly on one of the plantations. It bad 
been badly Injured about the spine, proba- 
bly in capture, no that on reaching me It 
was not only dead, but decomposed, and I 
was not able to make any very complete 
dissection, but I found that its lips were 
tied together with stitches—obviously tho 
effort of an unpractlcod hand, since the 
work was very coarse. 


This had apparently boon preceded by 


an uiiRUCCostiful attempt to extract tho 
long, erectile, neodloliko fangn, for ono of 
these was twisted half round with its bony 
base and had penetrated the lower lip 
when tho jaws wore forcibly closed. It is 
hardly possible that tho duct was not oc- 
cluded, but enough venom must have re- 
mained within tho tube of tho tiny, dull- 
cute syringe to indict u fatal scratch.—Ex- 
ihango.
